That resulted 
in the curtailment of work in the mines and hundreds of ineu 
were thrown out of employment. 
The convicts were then re- 


turned to Ihe prisons and the unemployed miners look their 


'' places on the roads, one result bL'ing an immediate jump of 


50 per cent, in the cost of construction. 


No one would advocate (lie employment of prison labor on 


- the roads or anywhere else to the exclusion of free labor, bul 


where both can be availed of it would seem lo.be'jflie part of 
wisdom lo employ both. This does not mean thai they should 
be employed in mixed gangs. It would be better for both that 
they be kepi separate, for prisoners musl necessarily be under 
regulations nol required by free labor, and which would nol 
be acceptable lo it. 


If has been demonstrated that it is possible to employ pris- 


oners in the open, lo Ilie advantage of Ihe prisoners and tlie 
public, and if is (o be doubled that there is any better place for 
this than on the highways. 
The building of slafe roads is now 


being pushed in most parts of. Ihe country, and while free 
labor should be employed to The extent of Ihe taxpayers' ability 
there seems no good reason why the labor of convicts should 
not be added wherever practicable. By (his means more roads 
could be constructed without additiona.l,cosl and the prisoners 
could be kept busy at healthful work. 


There may be facts and conditions which would make Ibis 


plan impracticable, bul on ifs face it seems feasible, and this 
paper believes it lo be worthy of consideration by flic author- 
ities. 
If it should prove practicable it would go far toward 


solving the problem of fhe proper employment of male con- 
.victs and be of substantial benefit lo the public.
